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I am very happy to write this preface to the catalogue of Rajarshi Shahu 
Daftar which brings forth though briefty for scholars and historians alike for 
the first time the rich and voluminous material contained in Rajarshi Shahu 
Daftar. The catalogue of Rajarshi Shahu Daftar was under preparation 
for a long time and the credit for the same goes to the research stalT of the 
Bombay, Pune and Kolhapur Archives. The work of compiling and preparing 
the press copy has been done by Sliri Y. R. Tamhane, Superintendent of 
Records, Kolhapur Archives, who has done an excellent job by every strenu¬ 
ous and hard work. 

Rajarshi Shahu was one of the ablest monarchs of the Kolhapur House, 
with foresight, excellent judgment and intelligent anticipation of the future. 
He possessed a noble heart and unbounded love, sympathy and pity for the 
poor and downtrodden masses. But this consideration was not confined to 
the people of his own State but transgressed its boundaries and engulfed 
the whole mass of humanity. It was he who for the first time recognised the 
evils of a caste-ridden society enmeshed in conservatism and orthodoxy and 
recognised the fact that the future for the religion and society as a whole 
is extremely bleak if the social bondage is not broken whicli sometimes makes 
him appear a personality with rough and tough instincts. Perhaps outwardly 
he looked so, but his appearances were deceptive, because behind the facade 
of hardness was the fathomless ocean of pity and humanity. He was a very 
astute politician, extremely sauve and cunning in his approach to Englishmen. 
His heart was full of a deep sense of patriotism. There were many occasions 
when he crossed swords with the officers of Government of India and his 
approach and attitude towards them was of carefree disdain and reproach. 

He had great respect for Lokamanya Tilak and perhaps he was more 
influenced by the revolutionary and reformative movements that were taking 
place in the rest of Maharashtra. 

All these facts of Rajarshi Shahu’s life are amply illustrated in this 
voluminous source material without the use of which any biography of 
Rajarshi Shahu would be incomplete. 1 am thankful to Sarvashri Y. R. 
Tamhane, S. S. Palil and V. S. Kamble of Kolhapur Archives, Sarvashri D. R. 
Amladi, S. R. Purohit, S. P. Desai, V, T. Gondii and Smt. S. N. Shastri of 
Bombay Archives and Sarvashri V. N. Bhadbhade, H. N. Bakshi, V. S. Bhat 
and other staff members of Pune Archives for preparing this catalogue. I am 
also thankful to Shri S. A. Sapre, Director, Government Printing and 
Stationery, and Shri G. D. Dhond, Manager, Government Central Press, 
Bombay, and other technical and non-technical staff of the Directorate, 
Government Printing and Stationery, for expeditiously bringing out this 
publication.

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INTRODUCTION 


Records created by Rajarshi Shiihu Chhatrapati of Koilrapur the period 1884-1922 are 
preserved at the following five places: — 

(1) Kolhapur Archives. Kolhapur. 

(2) Bombay Archives* Bombay. 

(3) Nalionnl Archives of India, New Delhi. 

(4) Kolhapur Chhatrapati’s Khasgi Dal'tarkliana at New Palace, Kolhapur and 

(5) India Office Records & Library, London. 

Maharashtra State Committee which was appointed for the celebration of Birth 
Centenary of Raja Sliaiiu Clihalrapaii in 1974 entrusted to the Department of Archives 
work of preparing a descriptive catalogue of Shahu Clihatrapati's total records, in English, 
as one of the itcni.s of this programme. 

T!\o Kolhapur Archives contains 53 consisting of 15,160 documents. It has 

also in its custody 73 files containing 8000 pages. During the last three years, the Descriptive 
Catalogue of Rajarshi Shalui’s Records was compiled by clisiribuling the work at three 
centres, namely Bombay, Pune and Kolhapur. 

It is well known that Chhatrapati Shahu was a social revolutionary and he adopted 
highly progressive and imaginative social and economical policies for promoting the welfare 
of the people. His genuine concern for the people, his free and cordial behaviour and 
simple manners of <lrcss. made him Immcnccly popular among his subject. He was Iruely 
a democrat in every respect. These records reveal that he has a vision of a strong and 
casteJess India, which would practice social, equality, liberty and fraternity the ideals 
which are enshrine in the preamble in our constitution. 

A student of history of this period will learn front this record.^ tlmt Rajarshi Shahu 
never used powers against the Brahmins, all he wanted was to abolish the caste system 
and establish an egalitarian social order. Rajarshi Shahu’s relentless eflorfs to help to 
promote and propagate education among the masses and create a band of dedicalccl workers 
for the upliftment of backword classes is depicted in the records catalogued here. 

Maharaja's conlribution to (lie rising tide of renaissance in Maharashtra is slipendious 
work for the removal of untouchabilUy is profound respect for Lokmanya, is peltattate 
to arts and sports are some of the themes found in this records. It is hoped this type 
of Catalogue will be welcome by the research world. 

The source material for the life .sketch of Rajarshi Shahu fl874-1922) is avafinble 
in the form of letters in original copies, draft letters and other correspondence. There 
are printed State Gazettes from 188$ onwards which contain orders, enaclcd laws, 
appointments of various officers and orders In support of social and religious reforms 
introduced during the beneficent rule of late Shahu. 

There are also some files of administrative nature and the resolutions passed by Shahu 
which are written down in Tharav Books. These resolutions are not indexed. This 
catalogue is limited to papers kept in rumals only. There are 53 rumals indexed which 
cover Shahu’s period. 

It is presume that Late A. B. Lathee based his biography of Shahu on tliese documents. 
But these documents are not complete and fail to give many a details of Shahu’s life. ^ It 
is just possible that some private persons and institutions may have in their possc.ssion 
many other documents which require to be published. Inspite of the insufficiency ol these 
documents they require a careful study by the would be biographers. 

The documenl.s available in Kolhapur Archives reveal many a personal traits and 
qualities of Sliahu which enriched his personality as a whole. An attempt is made in 
what follow.s to introduce these documents. 

- It appears that Shahu had been profoundly impressed by his tutor late Shri K. B. Gokhale, 
his English teacher and guide S. M. Fraser who remained a faithful counsellor till the end 
of his life. For instance S. M. Fraser in his letter dated 22nd March, 1891 draws attention 
of Shahu to the real meaning and importance of thread ceremony (No. 202); he further 
advises Shahu in hi.s letter of 1891 that marriage is not merely an occasion of rejoicing 
but a solemn religious ceremony (231/1). Sir W. Leewarner, Political Secretary urges 
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ms wiic IS luiiy grown up ana uius cxecuic his lathers last wishes, l-rascr also makes 
the same pica to Siialiu (266*268). Tn another letter he stresses the importance of 3 words— 
carefulness in reading and writing, neatness and — thoroughness in preparation of lessons 
and in all works or games etc. (246); S, M. Fraser's advice to Slialiu on hi.s English tour 
suggesting European mode of dress and eating etc. (1809 to 1813 of 1901, 1830-31 dated 
20th September 1901, 1852-53 dated 10th December 1901) is also noteworthy. So also 
Fraser’s advice to avoid interference in their affairs for maintenance of cordial relations 
with his feudatories and advice in Rajopadhya Vedokta alfair (2163, 2217 etc.) and 
Lcewamer’s advice reg. dispute with Brahmins reg. Vedokta rights (2232 etc ). 

It is interesting to note that Shahu had own the affection of his former tutor S. M. Fraser 
and other English officials like C. H. Hill. A. M. T. Jackson. Robertson. William Leewarner, 
Resident Ferris and he often consulted them and relied upon their assistance in initiating 
any administration reforms or taking any action against his family pric.st Rajopadheye or 
Shankaracharya or abolition of Kulkarni vatans. Shalui wa.s a person of conviction and 
action and he never hesitated to act according to his conscience when lie was fully convinced 
of the justnes.s of the cause. 

Shahu was advised by Governor Harris to go on English tour in order to get acquainted 
with the advancement of Britain and Europe in general and enrich his experience so as to 
help him in Iiis administration of his state. Shuhu however politically declined this 
advice and put forth sound reasons. The Governor remarked that it was a wise decision 
(287 dated 10th June 1892). 

Suzercin Powers : Shahu seems to be aware of his rights & privileges as the chief of 
a .state and he shows a tendency to regain his powers of sanctioning death sentences and 
his jurisdiction over jahagirdars like chief of Ichalkarnnji, Pant Anialya of Bavada, 
Vishalgad etc. (400-401, 421-22. 470, 488-89, 588. 614. 719-720. 2259, 2293. 2326-2329; 
2464-2465. 2491). 

It is intercsJiiig to note that Shalui established personal' contacts with many English 
officials whether in service or not. He used to send famous mango fruits from Rainagiri 
to retired Governors and other officials. U was not a policy ^ of appeasement but it 
manifests Shahu’s friendly nature in- his remembrance of those with whom he had come 
in contact. Love begets love and lierein lies the secret of Shahu’s popularity among all 
the classes of people. Caste and creed and nationality were no bar for his love. 

W. A. Salmon informs about his family affairs (808-809. 26lh December 1895) 

Lord Harris writes about horse breeding on 28th December 1895 and Lcewnrncr’s 
advices reg. his adiiiinistralion (811 dated 27(h December 1896). 

W. Leewarner cautions a sound note of warning in his letter dalcd I7tb March 1895 
(510) asking him noc to go in for council pointing out that in Mysore, there were very 
few Mysorean.s in administration as the craze for competilive examination was carried too 
far and then the Dewan did everything for Maharaja. 

In documents Nos. 363. 365 to 368, we find that Shahu slopped forced labour, 
proposed to grant loans to indebicd landholders at a low rate. Poomi Silk Mill was also 
offered help by Shahu. This i.s certainly the revelation of a benevolent ruler coming to 
the Kolhapur State. 

Shahu was keen on establishing direct personal contacts with his ryot. In bis letter 
to Fraser dated 10th January 1895 (438) lie i.s found to have resolved to meet the ryots 
while going to the stables and not slicking to the European practice of meeting the public 
at fixed hours. 

Shahu’s correspondence also includes letters from justice M. G. Ranade, 471 dated 17lh 
February 1895, G. K. Gokhale. 504 dated I4tli February 1895. 

There are many letters which show that Shahu was plagued by many a needy persons 
In poverty urging for monetary help to ward off their debts and meet the marriage and 
such other expenses. 

Shahu’s love for iiorse breeding, hunting and wrestling is amply exhibited in the 
correspondence. Hunting — J. W. Wray admires Shahu’s shikar of a boar (1386-87, .20th 
July 1899); wrestling 640, 20th August 1895, 707-708, 723. 

ShahO in his youth attempted many hazardous and record breaking feats. His record 
riding journey from Kolhapur to Mahabaleshwar within- six hours in May 1895 can be 
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itcd as an exceptional feel (550). S. M. Fraser covering 110 miles from Kolhapur to 
fahabaleshwar in 9 hours (593-594) (533-534 dated 15th April 1895) (1204-1205. 3rd 
eptember 1898). 

S. M. Fraser with whom Shahu was much more on intimatc-terms is found to 
dvise him in every matter such as despatch of mangoes, taking care of hounds; he 
/en sends a book on the diseases of dogs for his use (542, 26th April 1895. 474-475 
2nd February 1895) 607, Arthur Reel 785. I7lh December 1897, 790, 17th December 
English pups for sale 

Nugent also requested Shahu to write to him freely on any matter private or oflicial 
742 dated 24th November 1895). 

Mr. Candy who was a principal of Rajaram College was insolent and overbearing 
n his behaviour and Shahu did not hesitate to remove him from that post and appointed 
’rof. Sethna in his place (478, 490. 1178-79). Similar action was taken by Slialiu against 
vir. Shannon the Executive Engineer and Lady Sykes (734-735). 

Shahu in his youthful spirit to encourage Maralhas to take to education .selected bright 
lomg Maralha grudunte& fresh from their colleges and appointed them in Ins State eg. 
(election of B. V. Jadhav and D. A. Vicharc etc. (493 to 495, 512, 543). 

Shri M. B. Namjoshi one of the founder members of New English School and 
Ferguson College in Poona approached Shahu through his Dewan R. V. Sabnis for 
nonetary as.sistancc to his factory; rcquqest was however rejected (511, dated 18th 
March 1895, 526, 529 dated 5th April 1895). 

Lokmanya Tiiak saw Shahu in connection with Shiv Chhatrapati’s samadhi at Raigad 
fort (64! dated 22na August 1895, 645 dated 25th August 1895). 

The document No. 2505 dated 10th October 1904 to be fictitious. Shahu is requested 
by Tiiak and Surendranath Banarjee to arrange for the stay of his occult Guru Bhikujee 
Narayan in Kolhapur. Another document 2511. dated 25th October 1904 is on the same topic. 

There is a reference to Balloon performance at Kolhapur during Governor’s visit 
(704 dated 27th October 1895). 

Shahu is reported to have been seen walking on Castle Rock platform bareheaded 
and bare fooled with only a nwhnol sliirt which was viewed ns mannerless and so dis¬ 
approved. (827). It reveals however Shaliu’s simple nature and his dislike for sopliislictition. 

Shahu was a Prince of a State with a noble and kind heart and full compassion for 
the down trodden and lepers who are discarded by the society for llieir ugly disease. In 
his letter dated 16(h April 1896 to Governor Sandhurst he acquaints the Governor with 
the condition of the people in Gadhinglaj and Bhudargad Pelas and expresses ins desire 
to see tliat the actual cultivators hold lands in their own names; he also mentions the 
opening of the Girl’s School and a .school for the Mahomedans in the districts near the 
Sahyadri and his desire to segregate the lepers in Nadsobawadi (906-907); he even proposed 
a separate hospital for lepers and another for general diseases (1018-1019, dated 8th July 
1897). 

Shahu's handling of the allegations by Resident Wray regarding glass being found 
in loaves of bread served to him is worth studying. Shahu calmly but re.solutely faced 
the situation, he approached Governor for loan of a British officer to investigate the case 
(1429, 1st October 1899, 1469-70, 1483. 1485-1488. 1493. 1429-1431. 1436. 1450, 1452-53 etc.). 

A. M. T. Jackson praises Shahu for his taking personal interest in famine relief work 
and advises piecework system where famine is not keen (1551, 1557, 2Ist April 1900) he 
also supported Shahu’s action in opening poor house at Kcrle which would help to reduce 
the number of beggars in the city (1580). 

Col. Sealy also was satisfied with the famine relief work (1607, 7th July 1900). 

Shahu received title of Maharaja on Queens’ birth day in 1900 and received congratula¬ 
tions from A. M. T. Jackson (1572), C. H. -Hill (1576) and S. M. Fraser (1593-94) etc. 

Shivaii Club was formed by some youngsters in Kolhapur in 1893 and it assumed 
a seditious inclination when in 1895 unlicensed arms were delected with some of its 
members. Naturally it was watched by Government Bapusaheb Chief of Kngal and 
brother of Shahu was reported to be a member and it was alleged that he instigated thefts 
of arms in Kolhapur. Shahu felt concern for his brother and he felt relieved when Nugent 
•informed him (1573 dated 23rd May 1900) that Bapusaheb’s name was not found in the 
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1608-1609. 

There is a stray reference to the visit of Vasudeo Ganesh Joshi (Sarvajanik Kak; 
lo Kolhapur; his stay and his movements were watched by Government (1547 to 1549).. 

Shahd started a noble school — Maratha students Institution (established on 18i 
April 1901) for which Sayajirao Gaikwad congratulated him (1858 dated 15th Decemb 
1901). 

Prof. V. G. Vijapurkar donated Rs. one thousand and established a Sanskrit sclioln 
ship in Rajarani High School in memory of his father Govindrao Bijapurkar (1686 dat( 
7th January 1901). 

Shahu appointed Marathas and other non-Brahmins in his administration. He al 
granted educational facilities to non-Brahmins and gave encouragement to the cconomlca’ 
backward communities for education. ' The religious supremacy of Brahmins was al 
challenged. Rajopadhye's refused to perform religious ritc.s In- the palace with Vaic 
Mantras was penalised with the confi.scution of hiscstatc which was granted for performan 
of the rcligiou.s rites. Thi.s culminated in- the Vedokta movement and the eslrangcmc 
between Bralimis and non-Braliniins a.ssunied serious form. S. M. Fraser supported Sha 
for his .strong action against Brahmins and assures Government support in this behalf 
(1948-49. I2th May 1902, 1960. dated 2nd July 1902. 2023-24. 5th September 1902). 

Narayan Bhat who agreed to do Vedokta rites in the place was excommunicated 
the Brahmin community of Kolhapur. W. B. Ferris, Resident informs Shahu (IS 
May 1902) of Government support for his strong action against Brahmins for exconimu 
cation of Narayan Bhat. 

'JTiough Fraser supported Shahu for strong JiclJon he cocnsclled Shahu to heal 
split between communities and restore harmony. 

The heat of (he Vedokta movement incen.scd the Brahmin youths to threaten Slu 
with murder and red finger prints — advertising such threats were seen on houses 
Kolhapur. Resident FcitIs urged Shahu not to get annoyed at such threats (2010 da 
2lst July 1902). 

C. H. Hill urges Shahu to make up his mind for a determined stand against Drnhm 
and never allow anything insubordinating and subverting liis own dignity (2054, 
November 1902). 

. The Brahmin oppo.sition- obsessed Shahu's mind and he gave up his mind to ad 
English life while in Kolhapur to avoid possible scamlnls (1933-34, dated 17th April 19i 
Shahu even — points out the trend of Brahmin mind in imputing the palace fire 
deliberate, the Dnibar’s intention being to destroy the sanads of Brahmin and de.p' 
them of their inams (2031 dated 28th September 1902). 

Shahu painfully points out lo Edgerely (2028, dated 20lh September 1902) the 
demi.se of his mother on 14th September and the objection taken by Brahmins at 
time of peiforining ob-sequics. 

Shahu liad to iiuo'vene in the affairs of Shankarachiryn’s inutha al Karveer 
Sankeshwav as it was discovered that the Mutha property originally given for vcUg 
purposes was mi.sapproprinted and converted into family property and divided amongst 
relatives of Shaiikaracharya. To avoid tltis mismanagement Shahu refused to accept 
adoption of Bliilavadikar Swami (21I9-;21-20, 2290*2292). 

Shahu did not oppose Brahmins as a caste but he was convinced that the relig 
suppremacy which they claimed and wielded' over the masses weakened the lower ( 
people and they lost the power of thinking and became serfs. To free the mosses 1 
this serfdom and to enable them to. think themselvesc and stand upon their own 
he encouraged them lo take the education and offered facilities for the same. 

The anli-Brahmiu feeling led to the proposal of haying religious priests of each < 
as done by'Senoys, Jains and Sonars etc. (2348). 

The rift between Brahmins and Non Brahmins widened and the Brahmin papers 
Sumarth of Prof. Bijapurkar and Kal of S. M. Paranjape flooded with cniel and vir 
criticism of Shahu without any consideration of just and faimess of the criticism, 
-partisan spirit of Brahmins irritated and disturbed his peace of mind. He lodged prr 
-and tomplaints with Gdverhmcnt and urged British Gbveriimenl for'protection ffon 
native press'outside his-State. U impelled him to staft'non'-Brahmin papers to fight 
the crusade by Brahmin papers against him. 
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C. H. Hill advised him nol to get alarmed at such press production (2128 dated 9th 
une 1903). The bitter criticism against Shalm and his family menibeis as.sumed a serious 
ature and Shahu therefore tried to get Govenimeitt of India’s protection from this tm- 
enerous and libellous critici.sm and even raised the question in the Princc.s Ciumiber for 
erious consideration. 

Shahu’s selection of a selfless, just and kind-hearted Dewan in the person of 
V. Sabiiis is well manifested in his letter dated 20th June 1902 (1988); Sabnis requests 
Jhahu to reconsider his order of promotion and give him a rise of lOO Rs. only. It reveals 
elf sacrificing nature as well as his earnest desire to safeguard the interests of the Stale 
>f his master. 


Shahu was invited to attend the coronation of Hdward VII in 1902 wliicb he gladly 
iccepted and informed C. H. Hill on 17th April 1902 of his decision to adopt English 
node of living — during English tour, he also requested to avoid night engagements as 
le did not keep late hours at night and that he avoided to adopt English mode of life in 
ECoIhapur to avoid Brahmin crilism. 

Shahu also reveals that he was a leclotaller and non-smoker and would lefrain from 
beef and liquor (2060). 

Shahu did not recogni.se adoption made by Tilak’s approval and he wa.s a supporter 
dI; Bala Maharaj, Tai Maharaj ca.se was being fought in Rritisli Civil Court and 
Kumbhojkur of Kolhapur was invited as a witness. Shahu Maharaj had asked him to 
give evidence in the court. But Kumbhojkar did not appear in court (2093, 2096. 2104, 
2118). 

Slialiu was liberal towards his servants and is often found to recommend services of 
his Stale servants elsewhere. Sliri A. D. Chaugulc though an clhcicnt oflicer was recommended 
by Shahu for his beiicrment outside his Slate (2245). 

Child marriages were also cu.stomary among the prince.s. Tluu is wliy even Sliahii was 
advised by LeeWarncr not to consummate his marriage before his wife is fully grown up, 
The practise continued and even Shahu is found to be in search of a bvidegroom for his 
daughter hardly 8 years old (2176-77 , 2279 etc.). Suyajirao Gatkwud also sought 
a marital relation with younger son of Shahu (2156). 


Shahu settled the marriage of his daughter Radhabai atios Akkasaheb with Tukojirao 
Pawar of Dewas (Sr.) and Shahu ueaiccl Tukojirao with his paternal love and both of them 
developed kindly feelings towards each other. But this murriuge did not prove successful 
and Akkusahob after giving birtli to a son soon relumed to Kolhapur anti Shahu felt sorry 
and concern for his daughter’s fate (2107, 2139, 2263. 2316. 2336. 2353; 2401; 3246; 3248*49; 
3553, 5798-99). Shahu loved his grand son of Dewas very much and look personal interest 
in bringing up of the child (3962, dnied 3Ist July 1910.3985,3988. dated J6lh August 19)0. etc). 


Faiz Mahummad Khan of Talpuc (Sind) notes his impressions about Sbahu’s personality 
especially his amiability and sweetness of disposition, his civility and politeness which won 
his admiration (2224, dated 25lh October 1903). 


Shahu tried to develop Beekeeping industry in his Stale and had deputed Mr. Chitnls D.A. 
to Calcutta for training in Beekeeping (2108, 2110). 

Shahu wanted to create an Imperial Service Troops Station at Kolhapur and even oll'cred 
his buildings and land for the purpose. The GovernmciU at first showed a favourable 
; attitude but ultimately the station was created at Belgaum (2106. 2403-04, 2472-76), 


2497. 2526). 

Shahu tried to have tea-plantation at Panhala and had planned to grow plantains along 
• the reversidc in Konkan area districts of Kolhapur State (2448). 

' Uplift of the dovrtt trodden and backward classes was the motto of Shahu’s life and 
he thouaht that education was the panacea for all evils. He had .seen that the ffindu 
Boardinss managed by Brahmins liad access for Brahmin boys only wliilc the other classes 
knocking at the door were denied the benefil.s of the free boarding. He therefore started 
cakewise boardings giving encouragement to'the public spirited members of the diSerent 
communiti^ to run'sucli boardings under hi.s patronage. ^ A Maraiha students msiimtion wUs 
started in 1901 (1858). Shahu informs Mr. Morrison m.his letter, dated I3tu April UU 
of his closing of the Boarding (probably Victoria Jubilee Boarding) as it was lound to 
house no Non-Brahmins. The money meant for the Boarding was dishibutcd among 

the Boardings fdi-Matathas,-Lingayatsv Jams, 

^Jhpnvts and exnresses hiS Wish to start a • boarding for Goldsmiths (4122). A. C. K.-.y* 
BtXg was csS^heTat Kolhapur (5301-02. t3th September 1915) in 1915, 
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Shahu loved his brotlier Bapusaheb and Bapusaheb also felt the same feeling for 
bhaluL Bapusaheb took prominent part in the negolialion of Shnhu’s daughter Akka- 
^hcbs marriage. Likewise Shahu settled Btpusaheb’s daughter’s marriage with l-ettesina 
Bhosle of Akkalkol and took special interest in her well being. Fattesing Bhosle was given 

when Fattesing was about to marry a second time with one lady 
Manubai it was Shahu who tried his best to cancel this marriage through Governor and 
the Bntish Agent at Akkalkol (2319-20 etc.). 

Patriotic feelings were rising high in the country and Lokmanya 'I'ilak’s fearless attack 
on Government inaction and maladministration, his active participation in Politics wiped 
the inertia and lethargy amog the masses and the youths became more articulate. The 
Matric students of Rajaram High School in Kolhapur also staged a disloyal demonstration. 
Prof. Bijapurkar was dismissed from Rajaram College for his seditious activities (2638 2641 
to 43 etc.). 

Shivaji club was founded in 1893 and its membership grow. When the Shivaji 
Memorial movement spread in Maharashtra under the leadership of Lokmanya Tihik, Shivaji 
club nicnibersliip also increased considerably. Its members collected money and arms by 
thefts and the investigations disclosed that many Brahmin youngsters including sons of 
some ofiicials of Kolhapur State. Later on the bomb formula were known to the youths 
of the Shivaji club and thefts of some chemicals in Private High School were detected. 
Thus the seditious movement took root in Kolhapupr. Shri Damu Joshi, K. D. Kulkarni, 
Modak etc. were the prominent members of this movement. Prof. Bijapurkar was supposed 
to be a guide of these young nationalists and he was dismissed from Rajaram College. 
Shahu as a Chief of a State had lo maintain peace and order in the country as he acted 
for Crown of British Paramount power. At the same time he was a nationalist at his 
heart and shared the sympathy for the cause for which the nationalists resorted to violent 
illegal means. Naturally he exhibited outwardly feelings of a staunch loyalists. Therefore 
his letters to British officials are full of his allegiance to British Power and with con- 
demnalion of Lokmanya Tilak and other nationalists. Shahu. however utilized his position 
as Chief of a Princely State lo tipllfi the down trodden masses like the untouchables, the 
backward tribes (Dhangars, Paradhis) inhabiting the hilly tracts. Nothing is so far dis¬ 
covered on record to .show (hat Shahu supported the seditionisfs, 'J'ilak etc. but (he popular 
belief goes on lo claim that Shahu must have been- the invisible wirepuller behind the 
secret plot of the Princes in India to overthrow the Briii.sh rule. Shahu is .said to be 
even ready to abdicate his throne and establish a popular Government in his Stale (2824). 

There are occasional references to seditionists like Prof. Vijapurkur, Allekar, Salwalekar 
the famous Vedic scholar, and artist, Vaman Malhar Joshi etc. (3491 lo 3498, 3500, 3515). 

There is reference to Mitra Samaj of Miraj in document Nos. 3487 to 3489. To 
prevent seditious from the schools in his Slate, Shahu was inclined to hand over the 
schools to Missionaries (4119, dated 7th April 1911). 

Shahu was alleged to be voluptuous with ladies. The confiscation of Rajopadhye’s 
fnam and Shankaracharyu’s property, introduction of non Brahmins in the State admini¬ 
stration and such other progressive measures incensed the afiectecl persons and so such 
charges of immorality were brought forward to mar his popularity and fair name. When 
therefore Shahu was charged with his involvement with the three ladies, Shahu challenged 
Resident Ferris on 7ih August 1906 to institute an enquiry (2856-57) to remove the grounds 
of suspicion. 

Swadeshi movement seems to have gained a footing in Kolhapur also (2801, 2803, 
2914, 2917-18, 2945-47, 2949). Lokmanya Tilak appears lo be connected with seditionists 
in Kolhapur (2967). Tilak was invited at Gadhinglaj and he delivered a speech in 
Kolhapur also (2971, 2979 to 2997, 3002). 

Shahu tried to get Shri Pali! P. C. employed as Assistant Professor in the Agriculture 
Department (2709, 3159). This has a peculiar importance as Shri Patil came from the 
family of an agriculturist. As Shri Patil narrates in his autobiography he was invited by 
Shahu after his success in matriculation and helped to get his degree in Agricultural 
Science. Later on he was .sent to America and Europe. Thus a Maratha became a wc)l 
renewed professor of agriculture. Shri Patil P. C. is thus a living example of Shahu’s 
creative efforts to help the educationally backward boys to pursue higher studies. 

R. V. Khcdkar is another instance of a Maratha Medical graduate being helped to 
receive foreign training (2776-77, 3036). 

Shahu started a soirming mill in Kolhapur and Balasaheb Gaikwad, Bapusaheb, his 
brother were asked to look to the management of the mill (2779). 



some iiilercsting remarks about the members of the Shivaji club (2859-60). 

Atmaram S. Padate, a resident of savantwadi requested Sbahu for held to his female 
dramatic party which consisted of girls between 12 to 18 and came from well-to-do families 
(2872, dated 17th August 1906). It is worth study how a female dramatic company should 
come forward when the male actors predominated and were at their zenith on the 
Marathi stage. 

The politically conscious people of Kolhapur had forced the Pratinidhi Sabha and 
wanted a share in the administration. A subject from Raibag requesLs Shahu not to see 
the self appointed councillors (2906-09). 

Shuhu had inherited the presidentship of Deccan Education Society, Poona from his 
father and Shahu was often requested by the Society for monetary assi-stance to further 
its expansion schemes or .scholarships (2914, 2925). 

The famous biographer of saints, late Shri Ajgaonkar J. R. writes to Shri Sabnis R. V., 
Dewan and intorms of his resolve to dedicate his book descripton of Nepal to Sabnis (2787). 

Shahu was a kind and tender hearted Chief and he could not say no to anybody 
who approached him for his recommendation and so many letters were forwarded to 
British officials for their sanction. This naturally embarrassed the officials. Shahu realized 
the position and he explains to Muir Mackanzie to consider his recommendatory letters 
to young.stcrs as far as within his jurisdiction and admits hi.s inability to refuse the young 
people (3191). Apart from this weakness it appears that Sluihu took personal interests 
in the wcUiirc of the talented and deserving persons like V. M. Samarlha and Aiinappa 
Dundappa Chaugulc (3532). He recommended Samartha for Bombay Council (3546-47, 
3549, 3552. 3557-60, 3565, 3568 etc.). 

Dr. S. R. Shirgaonkar was recommended as Pathologist in Grant Medical College, 
Bombay (4160, dated I5lh September 1911) while Shri G. V. Jadhav, brother of B. V. Jadhav 
was vccommended for post of Sub-Judge (4238). 

Shahu did not neglect projects useful for agriculture and built an irrigation tank at 
Dajipuf. The work began in 1909 but was not completed and it was completed during 
Rajnram's time. But liie project was an ambitious one and it became permanent memorial 
of Shahu’s will to do good of lasting nature. His English tour thus, was beneficial to his 
Stale as this tour gave him the ideas of harnessing the rivers and rains in Kokan areas 
for power and agricultural purposes. The amphitheatre at Rome aitracicd him and later 
on ho built a wrestling area in Kolhapur, Dajipur Tank or Radhanagar Dam were the 
outcome of this policy (3042, 3050. 3502, 3503, 3543 etc., 4066, dated 4lh January 1911, 4067; 
dated 5th January 1910, 11770-771, dated 8th May 1920, 12321). 

Shahu was keen on providing medical amenities to the poor and wished Dr. Wanlcss 
to start an eye hospital in Kolhapur and provide a special female word there (3354). 

Shahu offered to inlervane in the mill strike in Bombay on behalf of mill hands from 
Konkan region (3336, dated 16th August 1908). 

Shahu had engaged the services of Mr. and Mrs. Irwin for teaching his children in 1908. 
Mr. Irwin died and Mrs. Irwin later on proved to be a very loyal, disciplined and well 
cultured lady. Shahu’s sons Rajaram alias Jaising and Shivaji were sent to England in 1911 
for education and Mrs. Irwin accompanied them there. She was a mother, an instructor, 
a guide and adviser for Shahu regarding their education and became a member of his family 
sharing his sorrows and worries and happiness. When the war broke out .she returned to India 
via America for the sake of safe journey of the children (3213-15, 5039, 5066 to 5068, 5121 to 
5125 etc.). 

Shahu was keen on the restoration of his High Court powers, his sovereignty rights 
over hi.s feudatories like Ichalkaranji, Vishalgad etc. 

Shahu was not satisfied with the Marttha history written by Brahmins. He thought 
ihat even Justice M. G. Ranade was partial to Brahmins. His experience of Parasnls whom 
he had taken to England with him in 1902 was not favourable and he expresses his 
disillusionment about Parasnis in his letter to Mr. Jackson (3661, dated 21st September 
1909, 3703 to 3705, dated 27th November 1909). 

Mr Jackson had a scheme to publish calender of Peshwa Daftar. but his scheme was 
hot supported by Government of India (3664, dated 25th September 1909).

Shahu’s love for wrestling is famous’ and' he actively incouraged wrestlers with 
monetary held and even provided for iheir costly Khurak He invited 

Du. Boulay to witness a wrestling match between Kikarsing and Kallu (3683, dated 
5th November 1909). 

SlialuJ complained to British Goveniment that chiefs of Vishalgad, Ichalkaranji, Miraj, 
Jamkhandi often mixed up with Tilakites, collected funds and published tiriicles, especially 
Secretary Jog of Ichalkaranji and Javdekar of Vislialgad actively supported Tilak. These 
chiefs even discontinued their grants to Rajaram College. He requested disciplinary action 
against them (3709*11). 

Shripad D. Saiwalekar in his letter, dated 2lst July 1909 (3620-21) informs of his 
desire to dedicate to Shahu his book about rights conferred by Vedas. 

Shri D. B. Parashis approached Shahu for help to his magaz-ine lliha Songrahu (3659). 

Shahu seems to have tried experimental fasting for obesity and health and J. Muir 
Mackenzie requested him ot to try such experiments without sound medical advice. 
(3804, dated May 1909. 3918, dated 2Jst May 1910). 

Shahu had friendly relations with A. M. 'J'. Jackson and his murder at Nasik was 
a rude shock to him. He wanted to help Mrs. Jackson in her calamity and asks advice 
of Sir John Muir Mackeiidie whether he and his brother can present a sum of Rs. 5 to 7 
thousand (3815, dated 3rd January 1910). 

Shahu'.s daughter Akkasaheb was married to Tukojirao Pawar of Dewas. ‘ Bapusahob ’ 
Pirajirao Ghatage’s daugl^tev Tacabai was given in marriage to Fallesingrao Bhosle of 
Akkalkot. Shahu had promised to Failesing Gaikwad of Baroda to accept his daughter 
for elder son Raiaram. Many letters are found to discuss this topic. After the marriage 
Shahu asked Sayajirao to send back Tarabai as she was expected to adopt to Kolhapur 
Durbar mode of living (7474. dated I6th April 1918) (3834. 3860. 597), 5978, 5986, 6013, 
6095, 6131, 6190, 0215, 6234. 6236, 6240, 6246 etc.). 

Leewarner refer to Savarkar’s trial at Hague (4021, dated IStJi November 1910). 

Lokmanya Tilak writes to R. V. Sabnis giving a list of the depmationists of the Siiivnji 
festival Committee wishing to see Shahu (3994. dated 26lh August 1910). 


A local Marwadi of Kolhapur, Parasharam Ramniian was conlcrrcd the title of 
Nagarshet (4141). 

Shahu appears to be dejected in his fight with Brahmins as he found his own com¬ 
panions divided when he remarks to Kincaid that his ship was rescued by Morrison and 
Kincaid and that his furtlier journey was dangerous as the Brahmin intriguers had brought 
about a division umong his own crew and both sides would expose each others mischievous 
and wicked doings in open court to the joy of Brahmin enemies (4155, dated ISlli August 
1911). 


Shaliu by his personal experience of the school for Princes at Rajkot was not favourable 
to send liis sons there, nor any other suitable school was before his eyes. He therefore 
decided to send his sous to England for training and sent his Dewan Sabnis, bother 
Bapusaheb and the Governess Smt. Helen McIntosh Irwin to lind out suitable school for 
the boys (4231, 4412-15. 4449-50 etc.). 

Shahu collected and published speeches of Govenors with the help of Prof. M. G. Dougre 


etc. 

The first world war broke out in 1914 and Shahu gave unconditional support to Govern¬ 
ment in their war Ol'ori (5137, 5141). As the war progressed the Indian army units.were 
besieged at Kut-el-Aniara by the Turkish forces.and the siege continued for many weeks. 
The food supplies Cell short and it was found necessary that liic sepoys should live on 
horsemeat. The customary food habits forbade them the use of horse flesh. No 
persuations of the commanding officers could induce the soldiers to go against the caste- 
customs and save them from starvation. Shahu volunteered his services and used his 
Dosition as a descendant of the family of Great Shivaji whose name spelled miracles in 
Maratha history. He issued an appeal to these-besigged soldiers directing them tomcat 
horse flesh and save their life without any fear of excommunication. The appeal had desired 
effect (5384-88, 5392-94. 5402). _ 

Shahu contributed and also collected war fund to help British and Yuvaraj Rajarnm, 
Banusaheb Ghatae and others did a yeoman’s job in collection of fund and recnulment. 
'The rLiiiiing parly of miUtary had unfoitunaiely clashes with the loc^l people ip Kolhapur 
and the mcruiting partymen were belabbured. The atmosphere in Kolhapur had become 


serious. Shahu however cleverly managed lo smooth the affairs. Slialiu oirered a medical 
hospital for the wounded soldiers (1968, 6090, 6096 6147, 6151-6157, 6161, 6165 6180-81 
6191, 6225-26, 6254-55 etc.). 

Shahu proposed to recruit Mahars and Mangs in the army {680-8-). Me also showed 
his willingness to liand over his palace and buildings at Panhaia for wounded soldiers 
(6201-6204). 

Shahu celebrated lire marriage of his second son Shivaji on 6lh June 1917 the bride 
being from the noble family of Jagatap of Saswad in Poona district (5444. 5741, etc.). 

Shahu was a benevolent ruler with true democratic sprils. He however believed like 
Gladstone when he said that we must educate our masters. Shahu wanted the people to be 
educated so that the self Government handed over to the educated people could be better 
administered. He thcicCorc introdvreed free and compulsory education in his State by 1917, 
for which he received congratulations from N. F. Patel (6193-94, l8th August 1917, 7091 
dated 3rd February 1918), 

Shahu organized backward clas.scs and even encouraged his officers and incn to work 
for them as in the case of Sliri V. R. Kothari, M. G. Dongre, B. V. Jadhav (6385. 6393, 
6444, October 1917, 6421. 6422), 

Shri B. V. Jadhav was afterwards even recommended for the Bombay Lcgi.slaiivc 
Council (13,7041.) 

In the Princes Chamber Shahu 'championed the cause of small Chiefs like that of 
Phaltan, Mudliol, Akkalkol, Saiigli, Miraj and tried to gel representation for tlicin. He 
also fought for getting direct link with Govcrnmeni of India in place of Bombay (3ovein- 
meiil, he even rni.sed the question of native paper-s criticizing the Princes for their admini¬ 
stration from, the British Indian territories lying outside the jurisdicion of the local Chief- 
Shahu especially had to bear the brunt of unfair, malignant criiicl.sm from (he Brahmin 
papers. When this criticism became intolerable he raised the question of tlic status of, 
the Chief ns a descendant of Great ShIvajI though his .state wa.s small in size. Me tried 
lo get a tribunal for deciding the dispute between a feudatory and his chief, a Prince versus 
the Government in regard to the rights and privileges as granted by lire treaties (6524-6532, 
6550. 6594, 6598. 6608). 

Shahu’s conli'ibulioiv for tlie uplift of Marathas and other backward classes wa.s 
widely acclaimed by the people. He was recognized as their leader and he was often 
insated to preside over the meeling.s and the conferences. He was invited for the Klinmgaon 
conference (6690-6691. 29lh October 1917). 

Shaliu played a prominent role in the erection of a statue of Sliivaji Maliaraj at Poona 
and Prince of Wales was invited to lay the foundation stone. Tire country had co¬ 
operated in, the war effort of Rrilisli Government and expected certain concc.ssion.s in the 
legislature and local autliorilies. The people agitated for Home rule under the leadership 
of Lokmanya Tilak and Dr, Annie Bc.sant. Naturally the British Government was sceptical 
of the public welcome lo the Royal guest and Viceroy and Governor were vcUiclanl to 
allow the Prince to perform this ceremony. Shahu however pledged a personal indemnity 
for the safety of the Royal Prince and the whole function was brought about quite s\icce.ss- 
fully and large crowds witnessed the ceremony. Shahu stood like rock between the 
disgruntled seditionists and the mammoth assemblage of i-uslic population so that none 
of the seditionists could dare to show his face (6604). 

A suggestion was made lo Kolhapur Chief lo induce Laxmanvao Kirloskar lo start an 
iron smelting factory in Kolhapur State by giving certain concessions (6596-97). 

Shahu had asked his sons to get introduced with the administration, of the stale and 
certain subjects were allotted to Yuvaraj and Prince Shivaji and they were to work under 
the guidance of the Dewan Sabnis. Prince Shivaji issued an ofnee order for transfer of 
Government staff after every 3 years and another order he issued was about persons liavmg 
direct access to Shahu (6704-6706). 

Shri D. S. Yande had requested 5hahii for starting a lottery for the benefit of poor 
classes f6843 to 6845 October—December 1917). 

Shahu received a tremendous shock with, the un-timcly death of his promising youugei 
son Shivaji with a fatal fall from the horse-while going for a pig-slickmg. Pnnee Shivciji s 
death on- 12th June 1918 shattered all hopes of Shahu. His cbulliant vigour energy became 
insipid. He continued his fight for the social justice and gave whatever help needed for 
the socially and economically backward classes but the buoyant spint was lost for ever

Shahu first tliou^U of closing Rajaram college as very few Non-Brahmin students w 
in the college. He did not like that the state finances should be spent on the higher edi 
tion of the advanced classes while the poor classes were prevented even from rcceiv 
primary education. But the British Government did not approve and he had to conti 
the college. His request to the Deccan Education Society to run the college was iicgati 
and so he handed over the college to the Arya Samaj. He had found the Brahmins ral 
biassed about Non-Brahmins and Shahu’s measures to extend facilities and concessions 
Non-Brahmins weie viewed with suspicion by Brahmins. Shahu tried to get recognii 
of Bombay University to Rajaram college after he had handed over tlie colleae to A 
Pralinidhi Sabha. (7016-17. 7021, 7472. 7484-85, 7500. 7513, 7523, 7744, 7766). 

Sliahu hart to intervene to save his niece Tarabai Akkasaheb from gelling her luisb 
the Chief of Akkalkot, Fattesing Bhosic married with another lady Manubai. Luc 
the marriage did not take place and the Maharanee of Akkalkot was saved from the dai 
(7145-46, 7171, 7193. 7285 etc.). 

Shahu appears to have broadened his outlook as he became familiar with the caste 
old rooted in the Hindu community and he advocated even marriages between Marathas 
Dhangar families. He supported Tukojirao Holkar in such a marriage (7520, dated 
May 1918, 7543, 7580, 7658 etc.). 

Shahu introduced the talathi system instead of hereditary Kulkami system on i 
February 1918, In June 1918 he gave orders for rclievinghcreditary Kulkarnis by Tah 
not connected with the villages. Shahu wanted to do away with evil influence of Brahr 
over the village folk. He started training classes for Talathis. The Kulkami watanas ' 
changed into Ravatawa form (7699-770, 9ih June 1915. 7714, dated 12th June 1918. 7 
7708 to 7710. U255, 11258. 11305-306). 

A. M. T. Jackson’s murder at Nasik in December 1909 by Anant Kanhere of N 
was a shocking loss to Shahu as he had formed friendly ties with Jackson, Shahu i 
offered to pay Rs. 5 to 7 thousand to Mrs. Jackson. It was really an offer from a 
friend to the needy wife of a departed soul trying to soothe her grief (3815). 

Shahu’s letters to Government officials arc bound to create misunderstanding about 
They exhibit staunch loyally and an apparent hatred for Brahmins. Shri S. Di 
published a book in Marathi. Shahu the traitor of Swarajya publishing such leUevs 
must however be undenstood that Shahu was a social reformer first, and a champio: 
the welfare of the backward and down trodden classes, carefully using his positio: 
a chief of a .state for the advancement of the poor and prosperity of the subjects hcl 
the general awakening among the masses in India. It is impossible to believe tlial SI 
lucked love for liberty. So whatever steps he look for the suppression of sedition ime: 
ing the bomb cases in ln.s own Slate are not to be looked upon as manifestations ol 
anti-.sedition out-look. He was a patriot in disguise, with his outward exhibition of sin 
loyalty and strong hatred for Brahmins and sedition. 

Shahu seems to be inclined to help the paper Sandesh of Achyut B. Kolhatkar (I 
dated 3Ist January 1920). 

As Marathas were educationally backward Shahu desired separate represcntaiioi 
them to save them from the Brahmin supremacy and to enable them to voice their 
grievances. The reforms offered by British Government were viewed with suspicio 
they would demoralise the civil service (11540, 11547-48, 11639, 11662, 11664, II730 
11810-812, 11837, 11840. 28lh May 1920 etc.). 

Shahu seems to be fond of settling marriage matches. It was he who brought r 
a succc.s8ful marriage between Laxmidevi of Baroda and Chief of Savantwadi (11523, I 
I4th March 1920). 

Shahu safeguarded the rights of illegitimate sons of Sudra caste (11658). 

Shahu thought of his candidature for the Imperial I.cgislaiive Council. Shri G. S. < 
however pointed out the difficulty of his being in eligible as Chief of a State. (U920. 1 
11931. 11933, 11989, 11995). 

Shahu abolished observation- of caste system at public places for which he rcc 
congratulations (11937-938, dated 20th June 1920, 11972-977). 

Shahu had to raise an unceasing feud against Brahmins and when British opposec 
he offered to re.sign his throne (12032-035, 3rd July 1920). 

He issued an order about the worship of his family Gods in which a. reference to Bral 
was strongly opposed by Resident Wodehouse and Shahu offered his clarification c 
said order (12108. 12110, 12111. 12113). 


dated 1st August 1920. 

V. R. Shhide liad approaclicd Sliahu for liis support for being elected to the legislative 
Council. (12379). 

Slialiu did not like the practise in schools to hold preliminary test for inalriciilation 
before allowing tlie students to appear for university test of matric. According to hi.s 

view this prevented many a promising youngcslers to appear for matric bccau.se of the 

refusal of the school authorities. He rightly pointed out that tltc schools could boast of 
high standard of education which they achieved through the preliminary tests, while many 
students could get through if allowed lo appear for matric direct. He therefore appealed 
to educational authorities to cancel such tests. (12465-466. dated 3rd October 1920). 

On October 3. 1920 the Shivaji Society of Poona held its annual meeting in Bhuwani 
Peth under Shalui’s Presidentship as he was its pcimanent President. It was purely an 
educational gathering. But the members of National democratic party in Poona created 
a row when one Mr. Gole made some unfair remarks about Great Shivaji and the speaker 
was hooted down. Then there was a scuffle and the Police were called to dispose tlie 
meeting. Both the sides lodged police complnlnt.s. A criminal case was lodged against 

Sluihu and his associates in Poona court and the case was dismissed ii\ the end on the 

ground that Shahu being a Chief of a Stale was not amenable to be tried in British Courts. 
But till this final favourable decision Shahu seem.s to be perturbed over the atfair as it 
gave Brahmins a good ground to make false charges and mislead general public. Sliahii 
approached many British Ofhcial.s of Bombay Government anti other Princes and the notable 
legal authorities for the legal advice (12478-79. 12489, 12492, 12509. 12513, 12515. 12521, 
12524. 12535, 12539, 12543 etc.). 

Shahu made speeches in many public mecting.s outside liis Stale and lie expressed hi.s 
opinions feaiie.ssly. After his involvcmcm in the ca.se of Bhawani Pclh meeting disturbances 
he was advised often lo avoid making public speeches. Governor Sir George Lloyed even 
advised Shahu not to take active pan in the Political movement of India (12547, 4th 
November 1920). 

Shahu is found lo bc.siow his charities on persons for recognition of their services for 
social causes. For instance he donated Rs. 100 to Shri K. S. Tliakarc for hi.s literary work 
?) (12468. dated 4lh October 1920). 

Dr. B. R. Amhcdkar explains in his letter dated 3rd February 1921 (1281M2815) 
his attempt to impress upon the English people about the inter relations of social and 
political problems in India. Ambedkar also requested for Shahn’s assistance in his financial 
difTiculUes (13420, dated 4lh September 1921). 

Shahu was mucli perplexed when Bombay chronicle published his views on Non- 
cooperation and Gandliiji [12828, 12834, 12835, (February 1921), 12930, 12938, 13005 etc]. 

Shahu gave a free liand to his ofliccr like M. G. Dongre, B. V. Jadhav to do social 
work and gave them concessions as well as patronage. He allowed Jadhtiv to practise as 
a pleader in Saiara with a view lo fight council elections in British territory. fl29.‘^7, I6tli 
March 1921). 

Shahu introduced Kshatra Jagadguru on the Maunibawa’s seal of Patgaon and tippointed 
a promising Maralha Graduate B. L. Palil in that place. (13115, 13119, dated 9lh Marcli 1921). 

Shahu thought of starting a news paper to enlighten public about evil of non-co- 
operation (13369, dated 30th August 1921).

Shahu felt the kindne.ss and affection for his widowed daughter-in-law Indumati Ranee 
and he did everything for her comfort and future career. He thought of educating iicr 
(13305-306, dated 7tli August 1921). 

It will be found that Shahu possessed a dynamic personality and his heart broadened 
and embraced many a problems of that afflicted the down trodden mas.se.s in their day lo day 
life. He offered remedies to those ills with his concrete proposals for help and he expected 
the ryat in the villages lo get educated and be self supporting and respectful. He tried his 
best lo create individuals out of the humilialed, meek masses.

It was an age of towering personalities like Maliatma Phiilc, Justice Ranadc, 
Dadnblioy Nowrojee, G. K. Gokhale, Lokraanya Tilak, Agarkar and Mahatma Gandhi. 
Shalm also can claim an honourable place among these high personages with his whirlwind 
personality. He roused storms knowingly and faced them fearlessly. He never slopped low 
to win the popularity. He put into practice whatever he preached. He meant what he 
said. He was really a king of the paupers gifted with a tender licart. Though a Prince 
by birth he lived like a sage and long before Mahatma Gandhi appealed to Princes to live 
in simple manners, here wc see a Maralha Prince living in ti very simple fashion. 

His natural instinct for the welfare of the poorest humble creature king a poor livelihood 
in his hutment in the hilly tracts of his stale attracted his attention from the very beginning 
of his state. Sbaha really was a Prince among the Princes, a gem among tlie human jewels 
which adorn the mother India. One cannot resist this sprit of veneration when Shahu’s 
multifarious activities are known.

He further indicates about confidential message to be given to him 
personally when they meet (1910); S. M. Fraser, lllh March, expresses his regret for 
having tt very short time for Shahu’s English lour and enquires what alternative he has 
if Mr. Hill is uot available on return journey through continent and says tlmt it will be 
necessary to have a European olViccr as English will be of little use in Euroenn countries 
(1911); W. B. Ferris, I6th March, desires a meeting in connection with Shului’s English 
tour programme (1912); W. B. Ferris 16ili March, informs that according to Mr. Hill’i 
letter Shahu is lequircd to go direci to England and Hill to meet him in Marceills mul that 
he is required to postpons his departure by a week or fortnight and cook lo be informed of 
the probable change and that Slialui sliould complete Jiis London siglit seeing before corona¬ 
tion so thill he can visit other parts of United Kingdom after Coronation. It seems from 
Hill’s letter that Shahu can stay on upto end of July but Mr. 1-iill is to return to India on 
8 ih July wliidi means he is not available for Shahu’s continental tour but that Mr. Hill will 
arrange programme of return Journey in consultation with Shahu. Ferris advises him to 
adopt European style for the reason that Indian style can be maintained while in London 
but in Hotels elsewhere there will be dilficully; on the other hand while adopting Engllish 
style he can avoid beef eating. Regarding Mr. Adair he advises to wait for Government's 
order as Mr. Adair is lo retire by (Detober (1913-14) ; 27th March, proposes an introduction 
with Mr. Wendon a fellow traveller on the ship while in Bombay and enquires whether 
doctor is lo be included in his suite (1920); Hill.

He further informs that at his Bunglow at 70, Cadogan Squares 1 carriage foot 
men, 2 coachmen with one or two oiher footmen for house, a butler, cook and house¬ 
maids will be ptovided he again pleads for the English mode of living as the English houses 
are not adapted for Indian mode of living. He also informs of the reservation made for 
the Derby on the 4tli June and Ro^al day at Ascot on 17lh and that King and Co. have 
been requested to debit the cost to him to be transferred lo Sbahu’s accounts later on.

regrets for not giving a letter of introduction but is satisfied that there was nothing wanting 
in Shahu's introduction and hopes that Shahu will benefit by the observation of excellent 
qualities in England and rise superior to the objects of temptations and suggests him to 
visit arsenal at Woolwhich, dockyard at Portsmouth and mercantile cities of Birmingham, 
Manchester, Liverpool, etc. and desires a meeting on his return to Indiva via Calcutta, 
(2021); VV. B. Ferris. Ist May. informs of his having received a letter from Mr Edgejtley 
saying that Government is pleased with Shahu’s firm action in ex-communicalion of 
Narayan Dhat and that Government will support Shahu if he remains firm against tyranny

There is a 
general reading room at Miraj where most Tilakilcs and tlic sludenis gatlier there and collect 
money, 'riicjihoto of Khudirant Bose is pasted on one of the doors of tliis reading room and the 
members of Mitra Samaj visit this place also. The Police Supriiendent of Snngli Mr. Aptc and 
Dr. Deo arc both memberes of Mitra Samaj. Dr. Dco’.s brotjicr at Dhulia is a pleader and 
notorious. The brother of AgasUc is also a pleader and both of them arc of one mind. Tilak 
had collceted a large sum in support of SamarihaVidyalaya of Vijapurkar and the Chiefs of Miraj, 
Vishalgad and Ichalkaranji help the school secretly. The Miraj Chief had allotted Ills own wado 
on the ghat Ibr this school and had given his own clerk Mr. Mnialhc as a drasving tcaclrcr but 
when Vijapurkar also was prosecuted this drawing teacher was taken back and an order is 
reported to be in record, the Chiefs of Vishalgad, Miraj and Ichalkaranji arc friends since their 
childhood and tlicir tutor was Mr. Modak and Ganesh BalwatU Modak being his son is tiieir 
friend. This Modak was formerly at Rajkot as a teacher but he being a Tihilcitc lie was removed. 
This Modak is a friend of Kelkai editor of Maraiha both of them being in Kolhapur used to stay 
together. This Modak hud been an agent of Granthniala and Jiad served for some time in 
Pandharpur and now he is running a paper called Rashtramat at Bombay. Tlie tutor of Ichtd- 
karanji Chief Gungadhar Pandit is a Tilakite and during the search of Mr. Tilak for his trial for 
treason the letters of Gangadharpfinl were found and this turned him mad ; Shri Jog is the son- 
in-law of Gangadharpant and is tiic private secretary of Ichalkaranji and the tutor and private 
' secretary of Vishalgad, Mr. Javadekar arc both frieiuls and these two stales helped Tilalc fund 
through Mr. Jog. Vaman Baji Ruikar is the doctor in both these stales and being a friend of 
Mr. Vijapurkar these two .states helped Mr. Vijapurkar in his prosecution lliroiigh Mr. Ruikar. 
It is heard tliat Chief of Ichalkaranji collected donations for Tilak fund by holding a meeting at 
village Lat. It is also rumoured that his servant Balshastri Telang is collecting sums for 'filak

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ABOUT MAHARASHTRA ARCHIVES 

THE MAHARASHTRA ARCHIVES repositories at Bombay, Kolhapur 
and Poona are an important legacy of the past and a great national asset. Regi¬ 
onal Offices at Aurangabad and Nagpur were opened in the recent years. They 
constitute the iidlest legacy left by the predecessor Government of the East 
India Company and of the Marathas from whom the British took over. No 
other State in India has such an old record of the early period of an All-India 
nature. 

These Archives under the Director of Archives are the outcome of the 
retirement of non-current record of the Government since the past three 
centuries embodying experiences of the people who built up history. 

They are preserved for poslerily because of their continual utility for the 
necessary governmental processes, for protection of public and private rights 
and above all for research by scholars and students. 

The Bombay Archives—There are about five lakh bound volumes and 
lilcs dealing with political upheavals, military movements, education, judicial 
and ecclesiastical matters, rural econocy, public health, development of ports, 
transport, trade and industry, water-supply, etc., and covering the period 
from 1630 to 1955. 

Pune Archives—Preserved in the Peshwa Daftar, now known ns Pune 
Archives, Pune, voluminous collection contains about 400 lakh State papers 
and documents, in modi script, pertaining to the Maratha period. It serves as 
a source material for the study of political, social and economic liistory of 
the time. 

Kolhapur Archives —The contents comprise about 40 lakh papers 
covering the period from A.D. 1700 to 1947. Written in modi script and in 
English they relate to the administration of the former Kolhapur Slate since its 
establishment. 

FUNCTIONS —Besides entertaining requisitions for record from Govern¬ 
ment departments, supplying certified copies of extracts from the printed 
record to public, the most important function is to make available record for 
bona-fide researcli. For facility of research students reference tools-haud-lists, 
catalogues, indexes, etc,, are being prepared. These save the time of researchers 
and help lengthen the life of old and precious records. 

The public can consult printed record, i.e.. Gazettes and Government 
publications, in the office in Elphinstone College Building, Bombay-400 032. 

PUBLICATION—Even in the days of the British administration, utility 
of these archives as source material for history had been fairly realised, so 
selections from them, numbering 589, were published covering wide-ranging 
subjects like alienation, archaeology, descriptive accounts of British districts,
